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Request to Use Food Service | Mosk Notes That Crime Rates 











In California, While Decreasing, 
Are Bucking A National Trend 


Stanley Mosk. Attorney Gen- 

eral of California, concluded 
the fifth annua! Social Science 
Forum on Public Issues with 
a speech on the problems of 
crime in California. 


In the speech delivered last 
Friday Mosk emphasized the 
problems of rising and falling 
crime rates, narcotics addic- 
tion and distribution and 
crime prevention. 


Concerning Calitornia’s ris- 
ing crime rate, particularly in 
the first half cf 1961, Mosk 
stated that trends and varia- 
tions are normal and should 
not cause alarm. He noted 
that California, presently in 
a period of decreasing crime 
rates, is bucking a national 
trend.

He also pointed out that 
California has a number of 
unique crime probles. For ex-

Mosk, in speaking about 
problems of narcotics addic- 
tion and distribution in Cali- 
fornia, stated that the penal- 
ties for distribution offenders 
have been stiffened consider- 
ably. When queried about the 
medical distribution of nar- 
cotics, Mosk stated that he 
was against such a move, but 
any action on it would have 
to be on the federal Jevel. 

Prevention Big Step 

Mosk concluded that one of 
California’s big steps would 
be made in the field of crime 
prevention, as in the future it 
will become more important 
than the areas of apprehend- 
ing and punishing or correct- 
in criminals.

There are two ways student 
@overnment can initiate a 
“talent program.” The first 
approach, which I think the 
least effective, is to recruit 
people from the honor 
program, from the honor so- 
cieties, from the dean’s list 
and from the Greek organi- 
zations into student govern- 
gent. 


Student Camp Proposed 

The second approach is to 
establish a New Student 
Freshman Camp before each 
fall semester. The new stud- 
ents should live together, 
preferably on campus, for 2 
to 3 days where leadership 
conferences, activity events 
and school policies could be 
programmed. 

This approach of a Fresh- 
man Camp is not new but it 
has proved very effective 
both to private and state in- 
stitutions. By approaching 
student government problems 
by adopting a “talent pro- 
gram,” I feel the present issue 
will diminish and_ student 
government can enter more 
NXetivities for more students 
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more profitable.
